emitting surface. It is to be understood that an alternative embodiment of Fig. 1 3C can exclude the focus 
electrodes and be within the spirit and scope of the invention. 

[01 83] The electrodes 252, 254 and 256 shown in Figs. 1 3 A- 1 3C maybe incorporated into any 

of the electrode assembly 220 configurations previously disclosed in this application.
